rave consideration by Commissioners 
and Coloninl Office magnates, but the 
laughing-stock of the world. The 
necessary delays and obstructions to 
business. are harassing enough, and 
always havebeen so; but with the present 
dendlock, the inconvenience in many 
cases savours of injustice. As we have 
previously stated, the fact that Mr 
Gibbons demaniled a public inguiry 
over six weeks ago at thé hands of the 
Exeentive makes the situation all the 
anore incomprehensible, Thore must bo 
something radically wrong somewhere, 
and there is evidently the utmost need 
for a public investigation ; yet the Head 
of the Executive moves not with his 
usual promptitude. What can be the 
menning of all this hesitancy ? is the 
question npen the lips of every one. 
Tat no satisfactory answer is forthcum- 
ing, and anarchy is left to work its 
sweet willin the place of all places where 
order and decorum ougtft to reign. 
The business of our Supreme Court, 
especially in the departments of 
Bankruprey’ and the management of 
moneys belonging to deceased persons, 
has already formed the subject of severe 
comment, of grave consideration, and of 
various proposals fur reform. It was 
supposed by many that the appointment 
of Mr Gibbons as Registrar, hy the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, was 
a mensura intended to moet the 
exigencies of the case. That this plan 
of reform has been in a certain sense 
frustrated is a fact which calls most un- 
istakeably for the fullest investiga- 
tion; and whoever is proved to be in 
fault ought to bear the responsibility of 
this lamentable. stato of affairs, And 
this leads us to consider what we cannot 
hut characterise as the very feeble caso 
against the fullest publicity sought to be 
made vat by tho Puisne Judge. It 


reannot be questioned, we venture to 
think, that much ef tho fraud that has 


unfortunately marred the reputation of 
the Hongkong Snpreme Court in its 
disposal of moneys was favoured by the 
hole-and-corner mode in which its pro- 
ceedings have Leen but too often con- 
ducted. 1f more publicity had all along 
been given to tho kind of business 
which the Registrar is now seeking to 
make as open as the day, there would 
have been less ground for lamentation 
over dividends that will never bo divided 
than there is at the present time. In

A NEW SiUPPING COMPANY. 
(Japan Gazette.) 

he Veki Medi Shintwn, quoting 
from the Avtcai Zasshi, stutes that a 
new company dias been turmed to engage 
in the coast trade, aud to enter ute 
competition with the Mitsu Bishi Com- 
puuy, the latter berg the only native ar 
other cuinpany empowered to conduct 
the coast trade of the entire empire. 
Hitherto, our contetnporary says, the 
Matsu Bishi Company has enjoyed the 
absglute monopoly of the const trathe, 
but the ligh freights demanded have 
creuled great dissatisfaction amung the 
merchants of the north, and the latter 
were themselves contemplating the 
catubliotiaent of a line of satling vessels 
when Me Mouda, the enterprising 
insnazer of the Mitsui Bussan Kwaisha, 
stepped in und raised ou fand sudicient to 
purchase ten suiling vessels to form the 
nucleus of the company to carry on the 
Hokkaido trade. 

If the Hokkvido merchants have their 
own interests at heart they will not be 
dismayed by the arrival upon the scene 
of a person who also enjoys, though not 
upon equal terms with the Mitsu Bishi 
Company, official support and encourage- 
ment, hor prevented from carrying out 
their first intentions tc found a com- 
pany of their own. So/long as the 
rivalry of the Mitsu Bishi Company and 
Nitsui Bussan Kwuisha continues there 
may be low freiglts; but as neither un- 
Gattaking will continue a trade which is 
carried out at a severe loss to both, one 
must give way, und that one will be the 
weaker. ‘The sweets of monopoly have 
been tdo long enjoyed by the ‘Mitsu 
Bisli Company for its energetic ond 
clear-headed proprietor to permit any 
invasion of his privileres ; and if there 
is any trade on the Yedy coast worth 
doing, the new company will have no 
chance of success. ‘I'bis is a matter well 
worth the attention of the Sokkaido 
merchants. Cheap freights induced by 
competition may for a time lull them 
into a sense of false security, and lead 
to increased production of the com- 
modities for which a ready sale can 
always be bad, provided the cost of 
trnnsport is moderate. With large sup- 
plies awaiting carriage, the merchants 
will suddenly find the opposing com- 
pany’s sailing vessels have all been pur- 
chosed by the Mitsu Bishi Company, 
and the rates of freight, without aday’s 
notice, doubled or even trebled. 

To evade a contingency: of this sort, 
a line of vessels Geeel by the merchants 


cause of a temporary reduction ia not 
interested in the experiment beyond the 
profits ta be derived from the working 
of the vessels. His interest can be 
hough? out, or the more powerful enemy 
wall drive him, by repeated losses, to 
quit the Held.

endowed monopolist. :

FIRES IN JAPAN. 
(M,C. Daily News.) 

We who reside in the “ Model Sette. 
meut, possessing as it does such an 
efficient volunteer fire brigade, well pro- 
viled with steam and manual fire 
engines, and other appliances for extin- 
gushing and cutting off fires, can 
scarcely realise the amount of destruc- 
Gen to property that frequently Lappeos 
when a tire accurs in a dupanese town. 
During last winter it will be remembered 
that atire broke out in Hakodate, and 
that in ubout nine bours three-fourths of 
the town were destroyed and 20,000 
persons rendered houscless, ‘fhe town 
ix now being rapidly rebuilt. In doing 
su, advantage has” been taken by the 
authuritics to imerease the width of the 
streets, which in several cases have been 
made 120 Eughsl feet wide. Stone 
wud brivk-burlt geduwns are taking the 
pluce uf the late wooden ones, but the 
majority” of the new buildings are of 
woud with shingle roofs, On the 7th of 
Augnst Just, the town of Niigata waa 
nearly ull burat down. Here: the fire 
spread with feurful rapidity, although 
timght easily have been eut off in its 
first stuge, us the town is intersected by 
cauals, sv that hud » tew buildings been 
pulied down on the lee side of one of 
the cunals, the progress of the fire would 
have heen arrested. Instead of that the 
mite fire brignde and officials were 
puiuc-stricken, und aliowed it to pursue 
its course, whan the following propert 
was destroyed :-—'Uhe’ Kencho, or Go- 
seruineat ofhce; the Municipal offices ; 
the ‘Telewraph iund Post offices; the 
Police Stution and two Police offices ; 
the Gaol, during the burning of which 
VS prisuners escaped; 2 Co leges ; 18 
Goverment official houses; 6,844 dwell- 
ing houses; 7 temples; 31 Churches 
and brunch Churches; 1 Bank; and one 
ottive uf the Council Board. No fewer 
thun U8 streets wero demolished, and 
iaturtrnately six natives lost their lives, 
Asin Huketate, the work of reconstruc 
lion ix proceeding vigorously ; the shop- 
keepers ure carrying on their business 
in mat-sheds, and the inhabitants gener. 
ally appear as full of fan and 
nalure us though no auch dire disaster. 
had befallen them, South of Niigata 
the town of Sugawa was partially burat 
down un the same day as the tormer, 
the th August. In this ¢ase-the main 
street aud its vicinity, comprising ap 
area of about 400+ yards in length, b 
*) yards in width, were destroyed, 
Proceeding still further south, indica. 
tions of recent fires are to be found in 
many of the towns and villages, and 
with ll this feurfiul toss of life and pro« 
perty the Japanese continue to build 
their dwellings of wood, and to be utterly 
regardless of the danger they run by 
the careless way they carry lights, 
charcoal fires, &o., about their premises,
